The subject-matter of claims 1-13 appears to satisfy the criteria of novelty, inventive step 
and industrial applicability. 

g)aim 1 

The document US-A-4 088 199 (=D1) is regarded as the closest prior art to the subject- 
matter of claim 1 . 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this document in that: 

a sensor is connected on the one hand to the first frame part for measuring a force 
ora moment exerted by the driver upon said first frame part or for determining a 
position of the rider relative to the footboard, and on the other hand to the tilting 
member, 

said sensor feeds the control signal to the tilting member. 
The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT). 

* The problem to be solved by the present invention may therefore be regarded as to provide 
a tilting vehicle with a stable and safe ride and with sufficient tilting power. 

The constructive solution defined in claim 1 of the present application is not disclosed in 
Its present form in any of the documents cited in the search report. Nor is there a hint in 
D1 or in any of the other documents cited in the search report to provide said vehicle with 
a sensor for measuring a force or a moment exerted by the driver upon said first frame part 
or for determining a position of the rider relative to the footboard. The vehicles shown in 
the prior art documents are only provided with tilting means. 

Thus, the subject-matter of claim 1 involves an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT).
